G.S.R. 6h4(E).-“In exercise of the powers con- 
feiied by section 9 of the Dowry Prohibition Act, 
1961 (28 of 196 J), the Cenual Government hereby 
make the following rules, namely :— 

L Shoit title and comineiicement.—(1) These rules 
may be called the Dowry Prohibition (Maintenance 
of lists of Presents to the Bride and Bridegroom) 
Rules, 1985. 

2. They shall come into force on the 2nd day of 
October 1985 being the date appointed for the 


coning into force of the Dowry Proliibition 
(AinentUncnt) Act, 1984 (63 of 1984). 

2. Rules in accordaiice ivitli which lists of pre- 
tkniLs are to be maiiiUined.—(1) The lisi ol presents 
wliidi are given ai the time of the mairiuge tu the 
bride shall be maintained by the bride. 

(2) The list of presents %vhirh are given at the 
time of the marriage to the bndegi'ooiu shall be 
maintained by the bridegroom. 

(3) Every list of presents referred to in snb-ruhr 
(1) or sub-rule (2),— 

(a) shall be prepared at the time of the marri- 
■ age or as soon as possible after the marri¬ 
age; 

(b) shall be in writing; 

(c) shall contain,— 

(i) a biaef descxapLioii of eacli present; 

(ii) the approximate value of the preset)t; 

(iii) die name of the person who has given tlie 

present; and 

(iv) where the person giving the present is 
related to the bride or bridegroom, a des¬ 
cription of such relationship; 

(d) shall be signed by both the bride and the 

bridegroom. 

Explanation J .—Where the bride is unable to 
•ign, she iitjay affix hei' thumb-impression in Heu of 
her signature after having the list read out to her 
and obtaining the signature, on the list, of 
the person who has so read out the particulars con¬ 
tained in the list. 

Explanation 2.—Where the bridegimini is unable 
to sign, he may itffix his thuii)l>-iinprcssion in lieu 
of his signature idter having the List read out lo 
him and obtaining the signature on the list, of the 
person who has so read out the pi^rliculars contained 
in the list, 

(4) The bride or the bridegroom mav, if she or he 
so desires, obtain on eidier or both ol the, lists re¬ 
ferred to in sub-rule (1) or sub rule (2) the signa¬ 
ture or signatures of any relations of the bride or 
the bridegroom or of any other person or j:)crHons 
present at the time of the marriage.
